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Annual  report  of  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to 
the  Okehampton  Rural  Sanitary  Authority . 

1893. 

Gentlemen, 

I11  presenting  to  you  my  fourth  Annual  Report  I  will  again 
follow  the  points  set  forward  in  the  “  Memorandum  ”  of  the 
Devon  County  Council,  but  not  so  implicitly  as  last  year.  Some 
of  the  subject  matter  then  dealt  with  requires  no  further 
comment  this  year  ;  on  the  other  hand  we  may  find  it 
advantageous  to  discuss  subjects  which  hardly  come  under  the 
headings  of  the'*  Memorandum.” 

Area  of  district  114,556  acres. 


Vital  Statistics. 

Population. — At  the  census  taken  in  1801,  the  population  was 
14,381.  As  nearly  3  years  have  elapsed  since  that  estimation, 
it  is  probable  that  those  figures  would  require  modification  in 
dealing  with  the  statistics  for  the  present  year.  This  modifi¬ 
cation  would  probably  take  a  minus  form,  if  the  last  two  census 
returns  afford  an  index  for  judging  our  present  population.  In 
my  report  for  1891  I  pointed  out  that  your  district  diminished  in 
population  15  per  cent  between  1871  and  1881,  and  5  per  cent 
between  1881  and  1891. 

As  a  correct  estimation  of  population  underlies  all  the  <(  rates  ’ 
given  in  vital  statistics,  it  is  apparent  that  a  more  frequent  taking 
of  the  census  would  lead  to  greater  accuracy  in  the  tabulating  of 
the  various  rates. 

All  things  considered,  however,  1  think  it  will  be  safer  to  take 
the  census  returns  for  1891  as  our  guide  in  dealing  with  the  vital 
statistics  of  le>93.  A  deviation  from  them  might  lead  us  further 
astray. 

Births. — 387  births  were  registered — 199  males  and  188 
females— giving  a  birth  rate  of  26  9  per  1,000.  This  rate  is 
rather  higher  than  it  has  been  for  some  time  past.  As  compared 
with  last  year,  the  Bratton  rate  is  just  the  same,  the  Hatherleigh 
rate  is  a  little  lower,  while  in  the  remaining  sub-districts,  there 
has  been  an  increase. 

The  natural  increase  of  population,  or  excess  of  births  over 
deaths  is  162.  Last  year  it  was  109. 
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Deaths. — 225  deaths  were  registered  during  the  year — 94  males 
and  131  females — giving  a  general  death  rate  of  15*6  per  1,000. 

In  1891  the  corresponding  rate  was  16"4,  and  in  1892  it 
was  15 '2. 

Appended  is  the  table  showing  the  birth  and  death  rates  of  the 
various  registration  sub-districts.

From  this  table  it  will  be  seen  that  the  highest  birth  rate 
occurred  in  the  North  Tawton  sab-district,  and  the  lowest  in  the 
Gkehampton. 

The  death  rate  of  the  North  Tawton  sub-district  stands  far 
higher  than  that  oi  any  of  the  others.  Last  year  it  was  also 
highest  in  the  North  Tawton  sub-district. 

Hatherleigh  and  Chagford  have  the  lowest  death  rate. 


Causes  of  Death. 

13  deaths  were  attributed  to  the  seven  chief  Zymotic  diseases 
giving  a  rate  of  9  per  1,000.  This  rate  is  lower  than  those 
recorded  for  the  past  4  years. 

The  largest  number  of  the  fatal  Zymotic  cases  occurred  in  the 
North  Tawton  sub-district — -9  in  all.  3  occurred  in  the  Hather¬ 
leigh  sub-district,  1  in  the  Chagford  sub-district.  Both 
Okehampton  and  Bratton  Clovelly  were  free.

All  the  Diphtheritic  cases,  the  Scarlet  l  ever  and  Erysipelas, 
occurred  in  the  North  Tawton  sub-district  as  also  did  one  of  the 


Whooping  Cough.  Chagford  had  one  death  from  Enteric  Fever 
Hatherleigh  had  one  death  from  Enteric  Fever,  and  2  from 
Whooping  Cough. 

Influenza  caused  11  deaths,  4  in  Hatherleigh,  3  in 
Okehampton,  2  each  in  Bratton  Clovelly  and  North  Tawton, 
none  occurred  in  Chagford. 

Consumption  caused  23  deaths,  as  compared  with  18  deaths  in 
1892,  and  23  deaths  in  1891.  Again  I  have  to  report  that  Bratton 
Clovelly  sub-district  heads  the  list,  and  Chagford  takes  the  lowest 
place.  The  high  consumption  death  rate  for  the  Bratton 
sub-district  was  discussed  briefly  in  my  report  last  year.  The 
subject  is  still  under  my  consideration. 

Heart  disease  caused  20  deaths  as  compared  with  25 
and  34  the  two  previous  years.  North  Tawton  had  the  highest 
rate,  and  Hatherleigh  the  lowest. 

Cancer — 10  deaths  were  attributed  to  Cancer,  5  in  North 
Tawton  sub-district,  3  in  Hatherleigh,  2  in  Chagford,  and 
none  in  Okehampton  and  Bratton  Clovelly.  The  death  rate 
from  Cancer  is  a  considerable  increase  on  that  of  the  previous  3 
years. 

Bronchitis,  Pneumonia  and  Pleurisy  caused  40  deaths  as 
compared  with  34  in  the  two  previous  years. 

Confinement — 2  deaths  were  due  to  child  birth. 

Accidents — 2  deaths  were  caused  by  accident,  both  in  the 
North  Tawton  sub-district. 

1  death  was  due  to  Diabetes,  and  1  to  Addison’s  Disease. 

Ages  at  death — 97  deaths  were  in  persons  over  65  years  of 
age. 

21  deaths  were  in  children  under  1  year  of  age,  giving  a  rate 
per  1,000  births  of  54*2.  This  rate  is  very  low  as  was  also  the 
case  last  year.  Bratton  Clovelly  and  Okehampton  stood  lowest 
on  the  list,  and  Hatherleigh  highest.

Infectious  Disease  of  the  Year. 

There  was  a  marked  increase  in  the  number  of  Infectious 
Diseases  notified  during  the  year.  No  less  than  142  were 
reported,  more  than  half  of  which  occurred  in  the  parish  of  North 
Tawton. 

The  large  bulk  of  the  cases  were  Scarlet  Fever.  For  the  first 
time  for  several  years  past  Small  Pox  comes  in  the  list.

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Scarlet  Fever, — The  North  Tawton  sub-district  bore  by  far  the 
greatest  brunt  of  this  disease.  From  the  town  of  North  Tawton 
as  a  centre,  cases  spread  to  the  adjoining  parishes.  In  the 
remaining  parts  of  the  Union  only  isolated  cases  cropped  up. 

On  the  whole  the  disease  was  of  a  mild  type,  and  not  followed 
by  grave  complications. 

In  my  last  annual  report  I  dealt  with  the  subject  of  Scarlet 
Fever,  pointing  out  the  probable  reasons  for  its  spreading,  and 
the  means  by  which  we  may  hope  to  diminish  it.  My  suggestion 
as  the  provision  of  hand  bills  for  distribution  in  infected  houses, 
has  not  been  carried  out.  The  subject  is  worthy  of  consideration, 
as  it  has  been  found  very  useful  in  various  parts  of  the  country. 

Diphtheria. — Some  13  cases  of  Diphtheria  (including  Mem¬ 
branous  Sore  Throat,  and  Croup)  were  notified.  Each  case  was 
visited  by  your  Medical  Officer.  For  the  most  part  the  cases 
occurred  in  isolated  farm  houses  and  cottages.  In  one  or  two 
instances  the  disease  was  clearly  introduced  from  outside  your 
district,  but  for  the  most  part  the  cases  could  not  be  so  traced, 
apparently  arising  de  novo.  In  no  instance  was  there  a  history  of 
infection  from  any  of  the  lower  animals. 

Precautions  were  taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease, 
and  the  various  sanitary  defects  found  (bad  drainage,  impure 
water  supply,  &c)  were  remedied, 


Small  Pox, — At  the  end  of  April  a  young  man  came  down  from 
London  to  the  Inwardleigh  School  House,  on  a  visit  for  the 
benefit  of  his  health.  He  was  feeling  ill  at  the  time,  and  3  days 
after  his  arrival  he  developed  the  rash.  The  case  was  a  mild  one. 
The  school  was  closed,  the  two  persons  living  in  the  infected 
house  were  re-vaccinated.  On  the  recovery  of  the  patient  the 
place  was  thoroughly  disinfected,  and  no  spread  of  the  disease 
took  place. 

By  far  the  most  serious  outbreak  occurred  in  December.  On 
the  16th  of  that  month  I  received  a  telegram  from  Dr.  Hunt,  the 
district  Medical  Officer,  that  there  were  2  cases  of  Small  Pox  at 
a  cottage  near  the  village  of  Throwleigh.  I  at  once  visited  the 
place,  and  made  enquiries  as  to  its  origin,  and  gave  directions  for 
preventing  its  spread.  At  a  special  meeting  of  the  Sanitary 
Authority  held  the  next  day,  full  powers  were  given  to  the 
Guardian  of  tho  Parish  and  myself  to  take  the  necessary  steps  to 
prevent  any  spread.  The  origin  of  the  disease  was  by  no  means 
clear.  So  far  as  we  could  trace  the  following  was  the  course  of 
events.  Some  three  weeks  previously  a  boy  was  sent  to  the 
cottage  on  account  of  ill  health  from  a  farm  in  the  adjoining 
parish  of  Gidleigh.  This  boy  wTas  said  to  have  developed  a  rash 
and  was  a  little  poorly,  but  not  ill  enough  to  have  a  doctor  or  to 
stay  in  bed.  At  the  time  of  my  visit  the  boy  had  already 
returned  to  work,  and  on  my  looking  him  up  he  showed  no  traces 
of  the  disease,  and  no  other  person  in  the  farm  house  presented 
any  suspicious  symptoms.  There  is  no  doubt  in  my  own  mind 
that  the  boy  did  have  a  mild  attack  of  Small  Pox,  but  further 
back  from  him  I  could  not  trace  it.  Small  Pox  existed  at 
Crediton  at  the  time,  and  so  far  as  I  know,  nowhere  else  in  the 
county.  It  is  possible  that  the  infection  came  from  there,  but 
this  is  only  supposition.  Unfortunately  there  had  been  a  death 
in  the  house  (apparently  from  old  age),  with  the  result  that 
people  had  gone  to  and  fro  in  the  infected  house  before  medical 
aid  was  sought,  so  that  in  a  very  few  days,  4  other  cases  cropped 
up  in  widely  scattered  parts,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  the 
disease  existed  in  5  houses. 

Notices  were  at  once  issued  recommending  vaccination  and 
re-vaccination — the  persons  living  in  the  infected  houses  were 
advised  (and  the  advice  was  generally  followed)  to  live  in  a  state 
of  quarantine,  their  food  &c.,  being  taken  to  them, 

Up  to  the  end  of  tho  year  no  case  had  terminated  fatally,  but 
on  January  6th,  1894,  one  of  the  patients  succumbed  to  the 
disease.  Although  not  dealing  strictly  with  the  period  (1  '93) 
covered  by  this  annual  report,  it  will  perhaps  be  as  well  to  briefly 
state  the  course  of  events  up  to  the  time  of  writing,  February 


19th,  1894.  At  present  only  1  case,  and  that  Convalescent,  is 
under  care.  All  the  other  houses  have  been  freely  disinfected, 
bedding,  clothing,  &c.,  destroyed  where  necessary  and  compen¬ 
sation  paid  to  the  owners.  It  is  too  early  yet  to  say  that  we  are 
“  out  of  the  wood  ”  but  so  far  as  we  have  gone  we  have  reasons 
to  be  thankful. 

The  healthy  persons  living  in  the  infected  houses  deserve 
some  meed  of  praise  for  submitting  to  the  more  or  less  complete 
imprisonment  which  they  cheerfully  underwent,  and  I  cannot 
refrain  from  acknowledging  the  great  assistance  which  I  received 
from  Mr.  Dunning,  the  Guardian  for  Throvvleigh  Parish,  and 
from  Dr.  Hunt,  the  District  Medical  Officer,  both  of  whom  freely 
put  their  time  and  labour  in  grappling  most  energetically  with 
the  disorder.  Ha  1  it  not  been  for  their  endeavours,  I  am  quite 
sure  that  the  spread  would  have  been  much  more  extensive. 

At  Chagford  an  isolated  cottage  has  been  rented  for  a  year,  so 
that  if  a  case  should  arise  it  can  be  promptly  isolated. 

Enteric  Fever. — Only  two  cases  occurred  during  the  year,  1 
at  Chagford  and  1  at  North  Tawton.  In  neither  case  was  the 
disease  definitely  traced  to  a  pre-existing  one.  The  Chagford 
patient  had  been  outside  the  district,  and  so  possibly  had  been 
exposed  to  the  infection.  The  North  Tawton  patient  had  not 
been  away.  The  usual  precautions  were  taken,  and  there  was  no 
spread  of  the  disease. 

Influenza . — A  fair  number  of  cases  of  this  disease  existed  in 
most  parts  of  your  district  during  the  early  part  of  the  year.  At 
the  end  of  the  year  a  wave  of  the  disease  passed  over  the  district, 
very  few  places  escaping.  Lung  complications  were  very 
frequent. 

Public  Work. 

Hatherleigh. — We  are  now  probably  approaching  the  time 
when  the  long  expected  sewerage  system  and  water  supply  for  this 
town  will  be  started  on.  In  my  last  annual  report  it  was 
mentioned  that  the  scheme  lor  supplying  the  town  with  water 
from  the  Hatherleigh  Moor  was  thought  to  be  unadvisable,  owing 
to  insufficiency.  A  spring  in  the  Hall  Meadow  was  then 
selected,  and  the  engineer  Mr.  Appleton,  C.E.,  drew  up 
plans  by  which  the  water  could  be  raised  by  wind  power  to  a 
reservoir  from  which  the  town  should  be  supplied.  The  spring 
was  carefully  gauged  at  intervals  for  several  months,  and  it  was 
found  to  yiehta  supply  ample  for  the  needs  of  the  town,  even 
during  the  abnormal  drought  of  the  past  summer. 

In  October  Colonel  Luard.  it  E.,  was  sent  down  to  report  on  the 
subject  by  the  Local  Government  Board,  As  a  result  of  his 
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enquiry  it  was  suggested  that  the  water  should  be  raised  by 
engine  power  instead  of  the  wind  power.  Before  sanctioning  the 
scheme  the  Board  required  further  analysis  of  the  water  with 
special  reference  to  the  amount  of  phosphates  present.  These 
analysis  I  made  and  forwarded  to  the  Board,  with  the  result  that 
the  scheme  is  sanctioned. 

During  the  year  I  have  made  some  15  or  16  analysis  of  the 
water  from  the  spring,  the  samples  being  taken  at  all  periods  of 
the  year,  and  under  various  times  of  drought,  heavy  rain,  &c., 
the  nearness  .of  the  churchyard  being  the  cause  of  extra  anxiety 
as  to  the  purity  of  the  supply. 

From  the  result  of  my  analysis  I  have  formed  the  opinion  that 
the  water  is  of  good  qualily,  but  rather  hard.  At  present  it  shows 
no  evidence  of  contamination,  and  I  do  not  think  it 
probable  that  it  will  be  contaminated.  Moreover,  this  spring 
seems  to  be  the  only  available  source  of  supply  for  the  town. 

North tawton. — Mr.  Ellis,  c.E.,  was  called  in  during  the  year  to 
submit  plans  for  the  better  sewerage  of  this  town.  On  appli¬ 
cation  for  borrowing  powers  the  Local  Government  Board  sent 
down  Colonel  Luard,  R.E.,  in  October,  to  hold  an  enquiry.  The 
result  was  that  the  plans  of  Mr.  Ellis  were  sanctioned  in  the 
main,  but  it  was  requested  that  the  sewage  should  be  disposed  of 
on  land  placed  to  the  north  of  Okehampton-street.  instead  of  to 
the  south  as  in  the  plan  submitted. 

As  I  have  already  on  more  than  one  occasion  given  reasons  for 
the  northern  disposal  scheme,  I  need  not  re-capitulate  them  here. 

Belstone. — This  village  being  inadequately  supplied  with 
water,  it  was  decided  to  bring  in  a  supply  from  springs  on 
Dartmoor.  A  scheme  was  drawn  up  by  the  Surveyor  by  which 
the  water  would  be  carried  by  gravitation  into  the  village  from  a 
small  reservoir.  Application  was  made  to  the  Local  Government 
Board,  and  after  a  public  enquiry  by  Major-General  Carey,  the 
scheme  was  generally  approved  of. 

There  has  been  some  little  delay  owing  to  the  difficulty  of 
getting  a  site  for  the  reservoir ;  this  has  however  now  been 
overcome. 

Bridestowe. — During  the  past  summer  this  village  was  very 
short  of  water,  the  Bridhayes  spring  nearly  running  dry,  and  the 
various  private  wells  quite  gave  out.  Some  of  the  inhabitants 
sent  in  a  memorial  to  the  Authority,  asking  that  they  should 
be  supplied  with  an  adequate  supply. 

The  Sanitary  Authority  referred  the  matter  to  the  Parochial 
Committee,  but  no  definite  scheme  was  formulated.  A  Committee 
from  the  General  Sanitary  Board  under  the  head  of  the  Chairman 
(A.  Guy-Whipham,  Esq.),  was  then  directed  to  view  the  village 
and  report  as  to  its  water  supply. 
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The  Committee  reported  that  Bridestowe  village  was 
inadequately  supplied  with  water,  and  there  did  not  seem  any 
great  probability  of  an  increase  being  obtained  to  the  present 
supply  from  the  Bridhayes  Meadow.  The  Committee  therefore 
recommended  that  a  new  supply  should  be  obtained  from  another 
source,  and  that  a  spring  arising  in  a  meadow  near  the 
Okehampton  Road  would  probably  prove  suitable. 

]  t  was  decided  that  the  Surveyor  should  prepare  plans,  and  an 
application  made  to  the  Local  Government  Board  forthwith. 

Chagford. — -The  orchard  sewer  outfall  has  been  extended  535 
feet  in  consequence  of  complaints  from  the  occupiers  of  houses 
near  the  original  outfall. 

The  Lower-street  sewer  has  been  extended  upwards  some 
80  feet,  and  an  automatic  flushing  chamber,  of  about  500  gallons 
capacity  built. 

Southtawton.—-A  new  sewer  has  been  laid  from  the  Cross  Tree 
through  the  east  side  of  the  village.  8  houses  have  been 
connected  with  the  sewer.  &t  its  head  is  a  flushing  tank  of  250 
gallons  capacity 

Monk  Okehampton. — 4  new  street  gullies  have  been  built. 

Beaworthy. — The  Board  School  has  been  provided  with  new 
drainage. 

Drewsteignton. — A  large  street  gully  and  sand  pit  have  been 
built  in  the  square. 

Broadwoodkelly.— The  stone  sewer  has  been  opened  up, 
cleaned  and  repaired.

During  the  year  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  made  103 
journeys  to  various  parts  of  the  district — some  for  the  purpose  of 
investigating  outbreaks  of  disease,  &c.,  others  for  the  purpose  of 
enquiring  into  the  sanitary  conditions.  The  various  defects  met 
with  have  been  brought  under  your  notice  at  the  monthly 
meetings. 

Isolation  Hospital. — A  committee  of  the  Rural  Sanitary 
Authority  met  a  Committee  of  the  Okehampton  Town  Council 
to  discuss  the  questions  of  providing  an  infectious  hospital  for 
joint  use.  The  Town  Council  however  backed  out. 

In  the  summer,  when  cholera  had  reached  England,  the 
Inspector  and  myself  visited  the  larger  villages  and  towns  in  the 
Union  to  see  whether  isolated  cottages  could  be  obtained  in  an 
emergency.  We  did  not  meet  with  much  success. 

The  subject  is  a  very  difficult  one,  owing  to  the  various  side 
issues  arising  ;  but  for  the-  present  we  must  trust  that  serious 
infectious  disease  will  not  occur  in  the  district,  and  if  it  does  we 
must  grapple  with  it  in  the  best  way  we  can. 

During  the  year  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  salary  has  been 
raised  with  the  proviso  that  he  keep  a  pony  and  trap  to  enable 
him  to  get  round  the  district.  In  reviewing  the  work  of  the 
year  I  think  good  work  has  been  done  with  regard  to  the  future 
welfare  of  the  district.  Much  still  remains  to  be  done. 

In  conclusion  I  have  to  thank  the  Inspector,  Mr.  Hooper,  for 
his  hearty  co-operation  and  help.
